fhe military recovery of the Turk* 
do ring this war li one of thoee signifi- 
aan symbols of what may hsppeo In 
the future to which the Allies had 
batter give early head. Tilers was a 
time whan the Turk was regarded as a 
great soldier. He hsd many of the 
qnaiit.es which went to thk making 
of a formidable fighter under the con¬ 
ditions of/war then obtaining. He wan 
a fatalist-he consequently hardly 
Anew fear—be saw in death on the 
battlefield a passport to the seventh 
heaven- he could lira on very little 
and endure hardships falsi to west- 
ern troops. 

But the art of waf developed. it 
became more a matter of machinery 
and science and organisation, indi¬ 
vidual courage did not count so grea* 
ly Endurance of hardship was no 
longer necessary in a day of perfectly 
organised commissariats. 80 the Turk 
—who did not keep pace with this de¬ 
velopment-lost his soldierly reputa¬ 
tion. The Balkan Leaguers beat him 
*11 to pieces by their superior organi¬ 
sation equipment. He could not fight 
whin Without food Or ammunition 
against armies which hsd plenty of 
both. And his grest reputation as 
an ideal warrior went to pieces in the 
first Balkan war The Sorbs, the 
Greeks and the Bulgars were all bet¬ 
ter than he was. 

But now he comes back. He gar 
riaoned Gallipoli and held it in the

Bscams Centra of Vast Entrenched

It is reported that the German Em¬ 
peror. addressing hit soldiers beseig- 
ing Verdun, said: The war of 1870 was 
decided at Fans. The preaeut war 
must end at Verdun." 

Verdun haa been compared to 
Krirdland, says the Mail and I 
Napoleon forced the Bussian army to 
battle at Friesland in 1807, with ita 
back to the river, with the object of 
occupying the bridges which wAuld 
thus cut off retreat. Mackeneen would 
follow Napoleon's manoeuvre in 1007 
by forcing the French army to fight, 
its back to the Meuse, while Macken- 
sen, alia king from the north, east 
and south simultaneously would oo 
cupy the bridges of Verdun. 

The difference between Napoleon's 
manoeuvre and that of Mackenaen is 
manifest.

We now read in his 
communiques about the Black Sea 
submarines; but almost certainly they 
are Gorman submarines. 

What the Germans have done with 
the Turk, hastily and hampered by 
adverse conditions amidst the strain 
*nd distractions of this war, they will 
vastly improvs upon and augment if 
they are ever permitted to take over 
the Gcrmanixation of the whole Turk¬ 
ish empire after the war Is over This 
Is only a rough sample of what they 
can do when they give their whole 
minds to it And they will infallibly 
be given lull permission to organise 
the entire Turkish power if they are 
allowed hy the Allies to complete this 
war with the reputation of haying 
aav. <| Turkey from imminent dismem¬ 
berment and with an open channel of 
communication through a part of 
Serbia and a friendly Bulgaria be¬ 
tween Berlin and Constantinople. 

And these advantages thev will have 
If they are driven out of the Balkans 
and smashed in the East before peace 
comes. In short, anv peace proposals 
based upon a delusive status quo in 
the west, offset hy German domin¬ 
ance in the East, even If it go no 
farther than trading Armenia for the 
Russian provinces now held by Ger¬ 
man troops and keeping only a strip 
of 8 erhian territory .will make of the 
great Turkish empire another Prus¬ 
sian province and add twenty-one mil¬ 
lion Turks to the military resources of 
the German Central Europe combina¬ 
tion.—Montreal Star.

Notwithstanding the wretch¬ 
ed conditions, the defence was main¬ 
tained with energy, and surrendered 
only November 8 . 1870.

Armenians Dying 
For Lack of Food 

Farced te Eat Grass But Still Decline 
to Renounce the Christian Faith 
Buffering among the Armenians in 
Turkey, Persia and Syria ia still in¬ 
tense and they are dying by hand rads 
tor want of food and are in urgent 
need of aid. says a message from Con¬ 
stantinople, made public by the Ameri 
•can committee for Armenian and Syr¬ 
ian relief. 

The request for aid, eent by repre¬ 
sentatives of the committee in Tur 
key through the department of state, 
■Uys a minimum of 952,800 a month 
is needed for relief la Turkey alone. 

Conditions in many quarters, •fW 
the message, are so distressing that 
the Armenians are forced to eat grass, 
and yet despite these conditions they 
QOntuHM to sti. k loot to their Chris¬ 
tian faith, although a change to Mo¬ 
hammedanism would quickly relieve 
their pligni. The number of noo- 
combatants affected is one million. 

In Aleppo, says the message, 1.380 
orphana are destitute. In Maraah 10.- 
000 Armenians are threatened with 
deportation and the government baa 
refused to allow the Christians to 
transact business of any kind to sup¬ 
port themselves In Tarus, where it 
is estimated 92.000 exiles have passed 
through, typhoid is prevalent. In 
Bivas there are 26,000 destitute chil¬ 
dren from the coast towns. All of 
these towns, beside many others, it Is 
stated, are in great ami urgent need.

Forecast That an Offensive on on

England hurries through con¬ 
scription. Russians come across fif¬ 
teen thousand miles of land and BM 
to take their place on the front. Fresh 
Canadian forres cross the Atlantic. 
Australians are ferried over to Franee 
from Egypt Verdun, to change the 
figure, is a colossal vanguard opera¬ 
tion. The French have been battling 
f«>r nearly twelve a ■ r the 

grest mobilisation of the Allies for 
what they hops will be the decisive 
attempt. The Germans have been try¬ 
ing to break up this mobilization 
either by smashing through the 
French line, or b£.putting it in such 
peril as to disarray the Allied plan 
If the British army, for example, after 
the infinite preparations which have 
been going on since last September, 
could be compelled to trust In the 
rescue of the French on the Meuse 
and fight along lines laid down hy 
the Germans, it is plain what the 
profit would he for the kaisox's lead¬ 
ers. This explains the continued fury 
of the German onset, snd the heroic 
tenacity of the French. At any cost 
tho Allies rnpet retain the initiative, 
the power to strike only when they are 
completely prepared 
Of the general nature of the pre- 

K stems which the British army has 
n conducting there can be little 
doubt. It is the same painful pro¬ 
cess of minute study which preceded 
the French attack in Champagne leal 
September and the present German 
attack around Verdun. It means the 
spying snd mapping of every ditch 
in the network of trenches which make 
up a single "line," every bastion and 
redoubt and farmhouse, every hillock 
and copse, every concealed machine 
BOB It means the phdiing out of 
all conceivable gun ranges. It means 
more than anything else the most 
minute preparations for bringing up 
the reserves after the first shock of 
battle, with the memory of the ghastly 
failure of the reserves around Loos. 
It is from this vast preliminary work 
that Joffre would not let his Allies be 
diverted at the hottest moment around 
Verdun when British aid could have 
been readily brought up. It must be 
assumed that as far as human fore¬ 
sight can provide the Allies arc pro¬ 
viding against error. But the main 
reliance is on numbers; and it is in 
(his respect that we -must expect tho 
Allied effort to surpass anything the 
war has yet shown. Behind the Brit¬ 
ish lines there has been piled up vast 
human material. In numbers suffi¬ 
cient to off-set errors of leadership as 
they may arise We have read of the 
assault in waves which the French 
delivered in Champagne and the Ger- 
mans around Verdun We must as¬ 
sume that the British are prepared 
to send ahead wave after wave, re¬ 
gardless of cost, in the attempt to 
win through by sheer sacrifice of 
men. If the enemy's barbed-wire 
detences are not completely demol¬ 
ished, as happened around Loos, if 
hidden German machine guns main¬ 
tain themselves in the rear of the 
charging line, we must assume that 
the British are getting ready to send 
forward men enough to make up for 
such mishaps. 

This is the reason why the British 
cabinet hn* been won over to con¬ 
scription. The Allied effort when it 
comes will probably see three million 
merv throwing themselves against the 
German lines in the west, while sim¬ 
ultaneously we may expect the Rus¬ 
sians to strike out in the east. And 
evidently the determination prevails in 
the Allied camp to leave no man and 
no gun and no ounoe of strength un¬ 
available that can be put into the final 
thrust.

The question is. whe¬ 
ther it is to become Russian or re¬ 
main German I 

"Let us not be deceived. The ques¬ 
tion now pending may be decided oi Oe 
fur all. But never again may the con¬ 
dition he so favorable for us. The 
chief element in our favoi is the atti¬ 
tude of our allies toward our national 
problem. Berlin-Bagdad is too men¬ 
acing for England, because of India 
and Egypt, and for France, because 
of her Hyrian plans. Because of this 
real danger these power* cannot fail 
to come to en agreement with us. af¬ 
ter centuries of suspicion. The end • f 
Manph. 1915 (the neginoing of \pril 
niiw style,) is a time that should he 
memorable to our people; for then our 
agreement with our silica was reach, d 
"The Berlin Bagdad plan now ia 
threatened on the Bagdad side. From 
north and east our armies converge 
toward the English forces. And I vent¬ 
ure to express the hops that fhe vital 
importance of the war arena beyond 
the Caucasus will at last be recognis¬ 
ed. The conquest of Erxerum made an 
overwhelming Impression on the whole 
Moslem world W* should take all 

E recautions that this Turkish strong- 
old shall not share Oie fate of Prxe- 
oiysl! 

What should our next step In this 
area I*! As to this there can be no 
doubt st all. Armenia, which has 
suffered for it* fidelity to Russia, 
should be given the autonomy prom¬ 
ised under the Turkish regime 
"In the path of realisation of our 
goal there can be only one «*b*taci«-— 
ourselves. We behind the lines msy 
bo conquered even while our armies 
are lighting valiantly at the front. 
LThis may create new dangers, which 
Nke must guard against. In Germany 
| there is on all hands talk of peace. 
And we must have wDdom enough, 
pers strnce and energy enough, not 
to give way. not to forfeit our crest 
sacrifices and the great ideals of thts 
war! 

lieeently one of the emissaries 
working for Germany visited me. He 
said he wai s citizen of neutral 8 w»tx. 
eslsnd. and a member of the Stock 
holm conference, made up of the sub- 
jecla of different neutral countries, 
who had sent him to find out 
whether any elements tn Russia fav¬ 
ored a •eparnts peace.

and upheld her tradition. On land 
things have gone no less well for 
us. For days there has been a 
terrific bombaadment of the 
enemy lines, which was followed 
by an advance covering twenty 
five miles and penetrating to the 
German second line trenches. 
Some idea of the ferocity of the 
bombardment may be got from 
the fact that German prisoners 
taken had not had food for five 
days, it being impoasible to get 
supplies to them owing to the 
terrific Allied fire. 

Such instances of signal sue- I 
cess against great odds are 1 
indeed hopeful for the future. 
They contain a moral significance 
which is not less than the actual 
advances made, and in the do¬ 
ings of the past few weeks is 
revealed the wonderful organiz¬ 
ation which has been going on 
for months in the hope of the | 
right moment in which to strike 
for victory.

The British government has agreed 
to s plan whereby the civilian popu¬ 
lation of Poland may be fed by the 
American commission 

The agreement specifies certain ad¬ 
ditions to German guarantees covering 
ths distribution of food before the 
permission becomes effsetivs. 

The chief points in the additions 
proposed by the British government 
to the German guarantees are stipu¬ 
lations 'providing that the relief shall 
apply to Russian Poland as a whole, 
instead of to* the portion occupied by 
the Germans, and an undertaking on 
the part of the German and Austrian 
governments adequately to feed Ser¬ 
bia, Albania and Montenegro. 


Refuses ts Qlvt German Authorities 
Namst sf Persons Receiving 
letters by Secret Courier 
The latest story of heroism that 
comes from Belgium has to do with a 
Belgium woman, a lesident of one of 
the suburbs of Brussels. It is told 
in s letter received in Toronto, that 
was smuggled across the Belgian fron¬ 
tier, having been carried from Brus¬ 
sels by special courier, an operation. 


They Sprsed Disease end Are e fork 
eus Msnacs te Health 

House R,ics are now recognised a* 
most dangerous carriers of the germe 
of such diseases as typhoid fever, in¬ 
fantile diarrhoea, tuberculosis, etc. 
From filth and decaying materials 
they carry infection to the home and 
to the food which we eat 

The best method to exterminate 
flies is to prevent their breeding. 
House-flies breed in decaying or de¬ 
composing vegetable and animal mat¬ 
ter and in excrement Stable refus* 
is especially attractive to them, la 
cities this should be stored in dark 
I ly-proof receptacles and should b» 
regularly removed within six days in. 
summer. Farm manure should also 
be removed within the same time ami 
either spread on the fields or stored* 
at s distance of not less than s quart¬ 
er mile from s house or dwellingl 
Manure piles may be treated with 
borax, using three-fifths of s pound 
to every ten cubic feet of manure. 
Scatter ths dry borax principally 
around the aides and edges of thw 
pile and wash in with water. 

Kitchen refuse is a favorite breed¬ 
ing place for flies, and great car* 
should be taken to keep garbage can* 
tightly covered. The contents should 
be burled or burnt at once, if pos¬ 
sible. No refuse should be left ex¬ 
posed. If it cannot be disposed of 
at once it should be sprinkled with, 
borax, as described above, or with 
chloride of lime. 

Windows and doors should b» 
ecrecord to keep flies out of the hou»e. 
Milk and other foods snould be cover¬ 
ed with muslin or other netting It it> 
especially important to keep files out 
of sick rooms and to prevent the* 
spread of disease by this means. 


Dr. Qrenfsll Praises Werk of the Brit¬ 
ish Medical Men in War 

"Thera is lass typhoid at ths front 
than there is meMlee," according to 
| Dr. W Hired Grenfell, head of the 
Labrador medical missions, who has 
been for three months with the Har¬ 
vard aurgical unit, and who is now 
returning to his work in Labrador. He 
is unboundedly enthusiastic about the 
work of the British medical men at 
the trout. 

"Look at typhoid." he remarked. 

Heretofore whole armies have been 
• lecimated by it. When the British 
took over the trenches west of Ypres. 
where typhoid we epidemic in the 
villages the allies had already 6,000 
cases of this disease. Twenty-six 
thousand Belgians had to be inoculat¬ 
ed and this was supplemented by the 
British loramy playing Hercules U> 
cleaning up this Augean stable. But 
now tlie typhoid is so small s factor, 
if a single esse occurs anywhere to 
four armies it is known the same 
night at headquarters and next day a 
rigid local enquiry is held as to the 

Cause.
